FIRE ENGINEERS’ REPORT. 
i 13 en 


The fire engineers for the town of Franklin in 1880-81 submit 
the following report: 

The fire department consists of five. engineers and thirty en- 
gine-men, fifteen on the steamer Daniel Webster and the same 
number on Franklin Fire Engine, No. 1. 

The fire apparatus consists of an Amoskeag steam fire engine, 
the Daniel Webster, thirty-two feet of suction hose, brass hydrant 
eonnection for suction hose, two discharge pipes for leading hose, 
with a complete set of changeable nozzles from 7-8 inch diameter 
to 1 3-4 inches diameter inclusive, one branch connection, three 
brass-bound fireman’s hand lanterns, a small tool box attached to 
the engine, furnished with such tools as are required about the en- 
gine when in use, one large hose carriage, formerly used by the 
Kenrick Hose company, with 800 feet of 2 1-2 inch leather leading 
hose, twe play pipes, one branch connection with reducers and en- 
largers, one fire axe, two buckets and other necessary equipments, 
all being in good order for fire service. 

A hook and ladder truck, new and in good condition, for which 
there is no organized company at present. 

All the above apparatus is located in the new engine house on 
Main street, in Paper Mill Village.’ | 

Franklin Fire Engine, No. 1, located on Main street, west side 
ef the river, with hose carriage and about 400 feet of 2-inch leather 
leading hose with pipes, nozzles, axes, buckets and other supplies 
indispensable to a well organized company. — - 4

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It was thought not best to disband this company, but to keep 
up an organization with reduced numbers, that the apparatus might 
always be ready in case of emergency. Accordingly, on the first 
of last April it was cut down to its present number, fifteen. Dur- 
ing the past year they have responded to all alarms and in case of 


fires have managed to be on hand with their apparatus in remarka- 
bly quick time. 


After the arrival of the steamer in May, 1880, a company to 
run it was formed substantially from the Kenrick Hose Company. 
The steamer company at present is well organized. Nearly all its 
members are old firemen, and in the performance of their duties 
are inspired by more than an ordinary degree of interest, and are 
evidently determined to perform their part in bringing the fire de- 
partment to a high state of efficiency. 

THE NEW STEAMER. 

Your committee, aftér considerable time spent in investigating 
the merits of steam fire engines, came to the unanimous conclusion 
that the reciprocating engines possess great advantages over the 
rotary principle, and it was decided to purchase one of the Amos- 
keag steamers, believing that for economy, durability, efficiency 
and reliability, they are not surpassed. The machine ordered was 
delivered on the 17th of May, 1880. It is a double reciprocating, 
vertical engine, with two steam cylinders and two pumps. Will 
deliver 500 gallons of water per minute. Weighs, when drawn to 
a fire, about 5800 pounds. The machine is their latest pattern, of 
a beautiful design, and being crane-neck style, can turn within its 


own length. It was built with an aim to get the greatest power 


and strength with the least weight, for which reason it is nicely 
adapted to our hilly locality. It has been thoroughly tested since 
its arrival and proves to be perfect in every particular. It fully 
meets our wants and will do more than was expected. 

The introduction of a steam fire engine forms an important 
event in the history of our town. With its advent comes the in- 
evitable beginning of a system for the suppression of fires with 
which the old hand department will bear no comparison, and when 
our excellent natural facilities for water supply are utilized as, in 
time, they will undoubtedly be, the inhabitants of Franklin will 
enjoy a security from fires hitherto unknown. 
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THE NEW ENGINE HOUSE 
Is a commodious building, with well arranged apartments, and 
containing ample room for. all needed fire apparatus. The hose 
tower is supplied with all the fixtures for the suspending and dry- 
ing of hose. Supplying the building with water, and concreting 
in front is about all that remains to make it complete in all its 
appointments, if nothing is said in regard to furnishing the rooms. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

It is recommended that the town purchase five hundred feet 
of first-quality hose, to be used with the steamer [carbolized rubber 
is said to be the best]. This should be done without delay. 

The Stark Engine, No. 3, and the building in which it is housed 
should be sold, as the department will have no further need of them. 


RESERVOIRS. 

The reservoirs on the east side have had an abundant supply 
«during the year. The reservoir, near the bridge, on the west side 
of the river, has had a fair supply, but does not now contain the 
-amount that it should, probably on account of the pipe being filled 
up or frozen. Something should be done this year to insure a 
constant supply for this reservoir. 


FIRES.

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Of the taxes abated, fifty-seven persons have not been here 
since the book was placed in my hands; fourteen paid in other 
towns; two were not here April 1st; two were on the books 
twice; three were not of age; three died; twenty-one were un- 
able to pay, whose taxes amount to $59.16; one dead-beat, who 
had not a dollar, gave in three thousand dollars at interest and 
then left town; and the Orphans’ Home, tax $84.42, which should 
‘be exempt by vote of the town instead of being abated each year.

and I do not know of any chance to secure one dollar of the above 
except by arresting the person owing. 

I submit a few facts about taxes: They are made to be col- 
lected. They are due when made. Distress can be made in all 
cases except on real estate in FOURTEEN DAYS AFTER NOTICE IS 
GIVEN. : 

In my last report it was suggested that all taxes assessed on 
persons not having real estate should be paid on compulsion as 
early as September 1st, it being for the best interest of the tax- 
payer as well as for the town. 

Not being obliged by my contract this year I did not compel 
payment of taxes, but secured what could be got by persuasion 
only. I exceedingly regret that the Selectmen did not require me 
to compel payment before a certain date to be fixed by them, 
as many that did not pay until winter said they could have 
paid with less inconvenience in summer. 

I am now convinced that all tax-payers that depend on a daily 
compensation can pay easier in summer than any time later, and I | 
believe it should be the duty of the Selectmen to see that the Col- 
lector has done all the law will allow, to-collect all such taxes 
before September Ist. 
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All officers of the town are under obligation to make tax pay-- 
ing as light a burden as possible, and any Collector who neglects. 


in summer the collection of any tax, except from farmers, does 


the tax-payer an injury in any town where a discount is given, as 


in this town. 


I would thank the Selectmen, Treasurer, cashier of the bank, 


proprietors, superintendents and overseers of mills for many 
favors, and tax-payers generally for their courtesy; and the citi- 
zens of Franklin can take pride in the fact that they have paid 
their taxes more promptly than any manufacturing town in this 
state. |

In view of the increase of the town debt, the Selectmen desire 


to make the following explanation: 


By a vote of the town at the 


_last annual meeting, six thousand dollars was appropriated for the 
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purpose of purchasing a steam fire engine, and erecting a suitable: 
building for the same. This money could not be raised by taxa-- 
tion, the past year, and we were obliged to borrow it. The notes. 
and interest to March 1, 1881, amount to six thousand two hun-- 
dred thirty-two dollars and eighty-four cents. We have also paid 
three hundred and twenty-five dollars for a hook and ladder truck, 
making in all, six thousand five hundred eighty-five dollars and. 
eighty-four cents, leaving a balance of eighty-seven dollars and 


-eighty-two cents, the actual increase of the debt above the new ad-- 


ditions to the fire department. The amount of money raised for 
current expenses, the past year, was very small in comparison 


with previous years, and we would recommend to the town that.
